PACKING Fi FLOWEBS. 


“Take a square basket, quite. flat at the 
| bottom, and from 10. inches to 16 inches. 
deep, the length and breadth to be according 
to the quantities to be packed. All cut 
flowers to be in handfuls, or bundles, not big 
ones, but put up as close as fora hand nose- 
gay, to put the stems in a ball of well 
squeezed moss after wetting it, to tie a dried 
blade of Rhubarb leaf round the moss; but 
a fold of oiled paper would be best, and the 
same with care might last as long as need- 
ful. Round each ball envelope a piece of 
newspaper just as tea is put up by.grocers, 
then you will see only the top side of each 
‘bundle of flowers, as when a truss of Nar- 
cissus bursts the spathe. Your rre- 
presents the spathe of most flowers at that 
period, the peak of the spathe or envelope 
rises above the flowers behind, but not in 
front next to you. You put three or four or 
five of these balls in a row.close to one.end 
of the basket, with the paper hood or spathe 
rising behind to save the flowers from the. 
end of the basket. Then, with ‘a packing- 
needle, you draw a stout thread through the. 
| -#idé of the basket, then across the top of the 
e ball and out on the other side of the basket ; 
¢ ll it tight as a drum, and make a knot on 
it Outside to keep it on the pull. The balls. 
: are now “ clipped,” as in a vice, and nothing 
; ‘can move them from their ‘position till that 
. string is cut. Do so with each row till the 
box is full,"or half full, or three-quarters 
full, or with only one row all round the sides 
and thejends. You will need some broken | 
‘newspaper to tighten in between the balls’ 
occasionally, and that will be all the pack- 
ing-stuff you need. ut recollect to send 
many bundles of leaves with each bas- 
et; Lily leaves, or those of Irises, or 
Grasses, and plants like Pampas Grass are 
| the. best to put into the glasses with cut 
_ flowers; for nothing can be more hungry- 
, like than to see lots:of naked flowers in a 
| drawing room without some such leaves.

4 MILDEW AND RO ROT IN GRAPES. 


In Phino’s néw. book on Grape Calture, 
we find the following upon Mildew and Rot. 
| “When growing in .the open air, ina 
i ; suitable soil, and with a good exposure, the 
| only two diseases to which the grape vine 
is liable, are mildew and rot. The former. 
appears in whitish spots on the surface of 
| the leaves and wood, and when examined 
: with a simple lens of 25 inch focus, shows 

a net-work of fungus with its sporules. 

“ For this, as well as for the red spider, 
no remedy has been found equal to sulphur, 
the use of whieh for this zurpose, has been 
known from time immemorial... To apply 

_it, use may be made either of a common 
dredger fixed to the end of a pole, or a 
_pair of bellows, with a contrivance for ad- 
mitting a small quantity of sulphur into 
the stream of air. Or it may be mixed 
»water and the foliage syringed. there- 
th: Bat the most efficient method is that 
proposed by Dr. Price, who was the first to 
Suggest pentasulpide of calcium for this 


purpose. 

“ This compound is- prepared by boiling 
30: parts ‘by weight of caustic lime with 80 
parts by weight of flowers of sulphur, sus- 
pended in a sufficient quantity of water ; 
heat is applied until the solution has ac- 
quired a dark red color, and the excess of 
sulphur ceases to dissolve. The clear solu- 
tion is drawn off, and after being diluted 
with twenty times its bulk of water, may 
be applied to the vines by means of a 
sponge, brush or syringe. 

_ «Where flower of sulphur used,:it 

_should-have a few drops of ammonia added 
before it is applied to the foliage, as the sul- 
phurious acid with which it is saturated 
(derived ‘from its combustion during distil- 
lation) is always “injurious to leaves and 
young shoots. 

“The rot has rarely troubled our north- 
ern vineyards, though | it is the great bane 
of vine culture in Ohio. We are inclined 
to believe that if vines are planted in: soil, 
dry or well drained, and not too rich, and 
be allowed to extend themselves moder- 
ately, but little need be apprehended from 


the rot.”
